In a telegram to Frank J>-Looney, 
chairman of the Louisiana state cen- 
tral committee, Governor Cox ex- 
pressed it as his opinion that the 
Louisiana legislature Owes it as a 
duty to the democratic party at 
once. Mr. Looney had. wired the 
governor asking him to express his 
views to the legislature on rati- 
fication of the amendment. 

Reply From Cox. 

The governor’s answer to Mr. 
Looney follows: 

“I have your wire as chairman 
of the democratic state central com- 
mittee of Louisiana on the subject 
of the ratification of the suffrage 
amendment by the general assem- 
bly. I can only express my opin- 
ion. It is that the legislature owes 
it as a duty to the democratic party 
to ratify at once.” 

In -his official capacity. as gov- 

ernor of Ohio, the democratic can- 
didate has repeatedly placed him- 
self on record as being in favor of 
giving the vote to women. He has 
signed a number of bills intended 
to enfranchise women in this state 
and in a special message to the 
legislature transmitting the federal 
amendment for ratification, 
urged., favorable action.

Legal Measures 
To Halt Suffrage 
Taken By League 


to Pre- 
vent Secretary of State 
From Issuing Proclama- 

tion of Ratification. 


Washington, July 7.—Proceedings 
asking that Bainbridge Colby, sec- 
retary of state, be enjoined from 
issuing any proclamation declar- 
ing the suffrage amendment rati- 
fied, were instituted in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia supreme ‘court to- 
day by Charles 6. Fairchild, of New 
York, president of the American 
Constitutional league. 

Mr. Fairchild also seeks to pre- 
vent Attorney General Palmer from 
enforcing the amendment. Justice 
Bailey issued a rule on Secretary 
Colby and the attorney general ‘to 
show cause July 13 why the motion 
should not be granted. : 

The basis of the proceedings is 
the claim that the ratification of 
the sayy oir wn by the West Vir- 
giina legislature was fillegal be- 
cause accomplished by fraud and 
that the proposed ratification by 
the Tennessee legislature also 
would be illegal on the ground that 
that legislature lacked authority un- 
der the state’s constitution to act 
on the measure. | 

Only thirty-five states have rati- 
fied the amendment ahd as rati- 
fication by one other is necessary 
the attack on the amendment 
through the courts at this time came 
as a surprise in suffrage circles 
here. An attack on the legality of 
the action of the’Tennesse legisla- 
ture had been expected, but not 
until the legislature actually had 
acted.

COUNTY DISTRIBUTION

House Committee on Ap- 
( propriations Votes Fa- 
vorably on$125,000 Raise 
in Tech’s Maintenance 
Fund. 


After squabbling for nearly an 
hour over the unsatisfactory report 
of a subcommittee appointed to 
make the Knight resolution for the 
county distribution of the highway 
fund conform to the repealed sec- 
tion of the motor vehicle act of last 
year, the house committee on appro- 
priations yesterday afternoon, by a 
vote of 13 to 12, decided to abandon 
any further effort to emend the res- 
olution and to report it back to the 
house unfavorably. 

This was: a victory. for the high- 
way board and its program of road 
construction and’ it is now doubtful 
whether advocates of county distri- 
bution can command a majority of 
the house, even if the Knight reso- 
tution is ever brought to a vote this 
year. 


After hearing from former Gov- 
ernor N. E. Harris and President K. 
G. Matheson, of the Georgia School 
of Technology, the committee by_a 
vote of 7 to 6 decided to report fa- 
vorably the bNl of the Fulton dele- 
gation providing for an increase of 
$125,000 in the Tech's maintenance 
appropriation. The vote stood 6 to 
6 and Chairman Carswell cast the 
deciding vote in favor of the school. 

Committee Was Named. 

When it-became evident -at- the 
meeting Tuesday afternoan that a 
“majority of the appropriations com- 
mittee was opposed to the Knignt 
resolution, but that certain mem- 
bers of the house. felt themselves 
bound by an agreement made with 
} the county distribution advocates 
last. year, a sub-committee, com- 
posed of Williams, of Walton; Al- 
friend, of Baldwin, and Covington, 
of Colquitt, was appointed to re- 
draft the Knight resolution so as

When this sub-committee report- 
ed Wednesday it was found that. its 
members were not in agreement oa 
their report and that Mr. Alfriend, 
ef Baldwin, one of them, had him- 
self prepared a substitute. The 
whole committee, after debating the 
question for about an hour, seemed 
to be farther from agreement than 
the sub-committee. It rejected the 
report of the sub-committeée, which

At this stage, Mr. Moore of Ful- 
ton moved to report the original 
resolution with a recommendation 
that it do not pass and this was 
carried by a majority of one. As 
the members who entered into last 
year’s agreement do not feel bound 
to support Mr. Knight’s resolution, 
which they say does not follow its 
terms, the chances of ultimate vic- 
tory for the county distributionists 
were materially lessened. 


Governor Harris Speaks. 


The committee, which had been in 
executive session, then opened the 
doors to hear from the representa- 
tives of the Technological school, 
who asked for an increase of 100 
per cent in their maintenance ap- 
propriation. The first speaker, ex- 
Governor Haeris, said: 

“If: we do not get the appropria- 
tion asked for we will have to shut 
up shop. We come to you in an 
emergeycy with the very life of our 
institution at stake.”

“We are going out to 
our alumni and friends to beg 
money for our other needs, but, 
when we ask them to contribute to 
our maintenance, they reply that 
ours is a state institution and the 
state must support it.” 

Dr. Matheson said that “Tech” 
had lost thirty-eight of its teach- 
ers within the last three months 
and that ft would not be able to 
@et teachers for next year at pres- 
ent salaries. The staffs of two de- 
partments, electrical 


engineering 
and drawing, 


had been entirely 
depleted. The enrollment’ for next 
year wouhkd show an increase of 
100 per cent over that of two years 
ago and it would be impossible to 
zo on without teachers. 


Training 2,000 Boys, 


“We are now training over 2.000 
students for degrees on a main- 
tenance appropriation of $125,000 as 
against 714 in 1916 with an appro- 
priation of $100,000." he declared, 
“notwithstanding the depreciation 
in the value of the dollar.” 

He said that the need for ex- 
pansion was urgent in order to de- 
velop the industria! resources of the 
state. A department of ceramics 
was greatly desired to teach Geor- 
xians how to develop our own clays

Report Putting Fulton Coun- 
ty on “Open Shop” Basis 
Adopted. 


The county commission at its 
meeting Wednesday recommended 
that Fulton county members of the 
legislature be asked to urge the 
y passage of a bill increasing the cost 
of litimation in the municipal court. 
Commissioner Paul Etheridge was 
appointed to present the bill to the 
Fulton representatives, 

The bill as recommended by the 
commission seeks to have the legis- 
lature raise the rate of costs in the 
municipal court in suits above $100 
about 15 per cent; in suits $100 and 
less the cost is to be the same as 
charged in justice of the peace 
courts throughout the state. It was 
explained that when the municipal 
court was created by the legislature 
that the cost for suits of $100 and 
less was fixed at the cost prevailing 
in the justice of the peace courts. 
Since that time the legislature has 
raised the rate of costs in the jus- 
tice of the peace courts but has not 
raised the rate of costs in the mu- 
nicipal, It was further pointed out 
that the municipal court has never 
been self-sustaining and that an in- 
Lerease in the rate of cost . would 
throw the deficit on the litigants 
instead of the taxpayer.

COLONIAL PROFITEERS 


Tifton, Ga., July 7.—(Special.)— 
Judge Eve, in his charge to the Tift 
county grand jury Tuesday, went 
back to the foundation of our gov- 
ernment ‘and e steps which final- 
ly resulted im the framing of the 
constitution of the United States 
and the constitution of the state of 
Georgia. 

“Men should gladly pay the taxes 
levied as they should readily ren- 
der any other service to which their 
State calls them,” he said. “In 
reading up on the subject of taxa- 
tion I found a rather peculiar con- 
dition existing in 1783. Georgia 
was at that time divided into dis- 
tricts, and that portion most dense- 
ly populated, from the savannah 
river to the gulf, was classed in 
one group on which a tax of 3.7 
cents per acre was levied.

- Louisiana—Senator to Re- 
ceive Delegation. 


Washington, July 7.—Senator 
Harding wit: receive a suffrage del- 
egation at Marion July 22, the day 
on which he will be officially noti- 
fied of his nomination. 

“Every effort is feing made .to 
win the thirty-sixth/state,’ was Sen- 
ator Harding’s assurance to Mrs. 
John Gordon Battelle, president of 
the Ohio Woman’s Republican club, 
who made arrangements for the re- 
ception of the suffragists. 

Word of the appointment was re- 
ceived today at national woman’s 
paety headquarters from Dr. Gil- 
ette Hayden, of Columbus, Ohio, 
State chairman of the woman’s par- 
ty. Telegrams were sent immedi- 
ately to suffrage chairmen in ev- 
veh State inviting them to be pres- 
ent. 

While the suffrage development 
came from the republican side, and 
there was some anticipation that 
Governor Clement, of Vermont, 
would call a special suffrage ses- 
sion within a few days those di- 
recting suffrage here were pleased 
also with news from the democratic 


sidé. : 
Cex Acts Immediately. 

“A fine start,’ was the comment 
by Alice Paul, chairman of the par- 
ty, on the telegram from Governor 
Cox urging suffrage ratification in 
Louisiana. “By taking action on 
the day following his nomination, 
Governor Cox is evidently striving 
to make the suffrage plank of his 

latform an actuality. If his ef- 
orts continue with sufficient vigor, 
there is little doubt of ratification 
by at least one of the three pos- 
sible democratic states—Louisiana, 
Tennessee and North Carolina.” 

The Loutsiana legislature is 
meéting now in regular session. The 
same legislature defeated suffrage 
on June 15 by a senate vote of 25 

to 19; and in the house 67 to 44. 
The suffrage leaders are not count- 
ing heavily on Louisiana legisla- 
tors changing their minds even 
with the Cox telegram. Favorable 
action by North’ Caroilna when the 
legislature convenes August 10 is 
not considered likely. However, 
campaigns will be continued in these 
states as well as in Tennessee, 
where there is strong hope ratifi- 
cation will be obtained in the suf- 
frage session called for August 9. 

Another Obstacle to Suffrage. 

Another obstacle to the suffrage 
effort came today when Charles F. 
Fairchild, president of the Ameri- 
can Constitutional league, filed a 
suit in the District of Colu ia su- 
preme court to enjoin Secretary of 
State Colby from issuing a procla- 
mation of ratification of the suf- 
frage amendment. 

Fairchild filed the suit in antici- 
pation of the ratification of the 
amendment by the thirty-sixth state 
which would make it valid as soon 
as the formal proclamation was Iis- 
sued by Colby. Fairchild contends 
that the resolution of ratification 
was. not ‘properly passed in West 
Virginia, Arkansas and New Hamp- 
shire and that Tennessee has no 
right to act on the amendment. 

At suffrage headquarters it was 
stated that the certificate8 of rati- 
fication had been filed from thirty- 
five states and that Colby had given 
assurance that he would issue a 
suffrage proclamation immediately 
after the thirty-sixth certificate 
was filed, without going into the 
legality of the official certificates.

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STRIKE TOTAL, 3,374 
IN UNITED STATES 
DURING PAST YEAR 


Washington, July 7.—Strikes and 
jockouts in the United States dur- 
ing 1919 total 3,374, and affected 
more than 4,000,000 workers, 
cording to a review issued today by 
the department of labor. Approgx- 
imately one-half of the strikes oc- 
curred in five states, New York, 
Massachusetts, Pennsylvania, Ohio 
and Illinois. 


Although there were 37 more la- 
bor conflicts reported last year 
than in 1918, the total for 1919 was 
materially under that of 1916 and 
1917. Om the other hand, no strike 
in 1918 involved as many as 60,000 
workers, while no less than nine 
walkouts last year interrupted the 
work of more than 60,000. ; 

The Gepartment’s review attrib- 
uted the absence of violence in la- 
bor controversies during 1919 to 
less frequent use of strike-breakerse.
